Sometimes, the Drake R-4, -4A, -4B and -4C radios' VFO's get jumpy. (Same 
VFO used in matching xmtrs too.) 


I was given (to fix) an old R-4 with this problem. It's *xnotx caused by 
the nylon gears. They only drive the dial. 


The real culprit is the threaded shaft that is directly connected to the 
tuning knob. The thrust bearing at its back end gets loose. It's easily 
adjusted just like the bearing at the back end of a variable capacitor. 


I tightened it just enuf (but no more--gets too tight) so that there was no 
radial or axial play in the tuning shaft. Try some lube on the threads of 
this shaft too. 


The VFO is easy enuf to remove from the radio for this. Remove the radio's 
front panel. Disconnect 3 leads from the VFO and 3 attaching nuts. Remove 
VFO. 


Take off the outside spring & rear can (held by spring clips) of VFO. 
Unscrew 4 small screws holding VFO coil & circuit to mechancial part of VFO 
& remove it. Locking nut and bearing adjust will be found underneath. 


Leave the nylon and associated gears alone or you'll upset the mechanical 
alignment. 


I carefully clamped the VFO's steel frame to a vise when making this 
adjustment. You can then feel the play accurately. 


This VFO is a nice design. Modular. Simple yet effective. Very smooth, 
no backlash. Mechanical and coil design unchanged in 4 different models.

I think the answer lies in a review of licensing standards 
from a historical perspective. When wireless telegraphy first 
came into being, there was no operator licensing (or even station 


licensing). The resulting bedlam, non-cooperation, anarchy, or 
whatever you choose to call it led government to step in and set 
enforceable standards for both stations and operators (remember 
that the Titanic disaster was partially blamed on insufficient 
regulation & lack of standards of the wireless industry). Similar 
things happened in the broadcast industry when it came into being 
after WWI. 


In essence, the FCC "forced" stations to hire qualified and 
licensed operators; if the station was not in compliance, the 
operator could be fined and lose his/her license if it could be 
determined that the operator was negligent. Of course, the 
station could also be fined. 


The FCC's position seems to have moved in the direction of 
many other agencies which have partially "deregulated" various 
industries. In the case of the broadcast industry, what the FCC 
is basically saying now is "We don't care whom you hire, who does 
your maintenance or repair, or who operates your equipment, 
because we're going to hold *YOUx (i.e., the *STATION* licensee) 
responsible for ensuring that you are in compliance with the 
technical and operational regulations. If you are not, *YOU* will 
be fined and you will not be able to use the excuse that 'I 
didn't have competent operators/maintainers' because the onus is 
now on xYOUx to see that they xARE*x competent." 


In other words, the government becomes *LESS* intrusive by 
not dictating to stations that they must hire only a certain type 
of "qualified" individual (i.e., a licensed operator), but rather 
ensures technical competence in broadcast operations by holding 
the station licensees responsible. Thus, the broadcast industry 
can set it's own standards for "operator competence" based on 
whatever it takes to keep the member-stations “out of trouble" 
with the FCC. I think the bottom line for the FCC may well be 
something like, "Hey, you want to run a radio/TV station and make 
money, then here are the rules. You're making the money, 
therefore you ensure that your staff is competent. If you 
transgress, we'll fine you until you come into compliance." 


This approach saves the government (and the taxpayers) the 
expense of running an operator licensing operation (which took 
facilities, examiners, lots of administrative staff, not to 
mention a complete set of additional regulations setting the 
examination standards) .

As and old hand with ship stations, your PhD friend is 101% right! 

I have already seen GMDSS SSB stations that didn't work and nobody knew it! 
Most of the newer automatic antenna couplers have reed relays to do the 
switching. During lightning storms, induced charges in the antennas cause the 
reeds to sometimes stick. When you try the radio it won't tune and gives an 
error message! If you keep exercising the relays, most of the time they become 
unstuck 

and the set will begin to operate again, but only after playing with it fora 
couple 

of hours! The SSB sets don't get used as the Masters & Mates rely on the SATCOM 
terminal. It's easier to operate and there is no hassle with propagation, the 
ionosphere, etc., so they take the easy way out. If the ship is heeled over 
past 

a certain limit and they have a terminal with a steerable dish or antenna, it 
won't 

point at the satellite! 

I look for a big incident one day because of a lack of a Radio Operator. 
Kinda like the "Titanic" affair. I would assume that most wise cruise ship 
operators 
would keep the required R/O's on board anyway. I'm not sure of the requirements 
for passenger ships under GMDSS. The old system required a 24 hour watch by 
operators, cargo ships an 8 hour watch by the operator and the rest of the time 
by "autoalarm" receiver.

As Al Klase said 


Well, I needed a diversion, so I went down to the shop and poked 
around my 200CD. My bulbs are labled "G-E BA/S6 12V". However, these are 
200+ volt bulbs. They draw about 50ma at 220V. (Sneaked up on them with a 
bench supply.) That calc's out to 11 watts. Cold resistance is 473 ohms. 
These bulbs have an S6 (3/4 inch) envelope and a candalabra screw 
(night-light size) base. 


VV VV VV MV 


Well, I've got a couple of 200CD's, one an early octal tube unit, the 
other a late 7-pin unit, plus a spare bulb. Since the octal tube unit 
had a bunch of problems, I tried swapping bulbs around, and measured 
the cold resistance as well. 


My sisters would refer to all this worry about this as being about 
"bahlbs," from some adventures of our youth involving a certain 


penny-pincher who went into warp 9 if a 100 watt bulb were in a socket 
instead of a 60 and preferably a 40. Of course we've got some purists 
around here who would worry us about devaluing the unit as a 
"collectible" or depriving the generations yet unborn of the joy of 
seeing a 200CD "jes' lahk Hue-Pea [TM] done made it." My 200CD exist 
for the purpose of pumping out sine waves, and while I did go so far as 
to use a hammer and dolly on the bent chassis of one when I replaced 
the dead 1" Mallory replacement capacitor with a 1-3/8" original size 
(the barrel, not the capacitance), I tend to keep my purism focused on 
the results that come out of the terminals when the pilot light glows 
in the dark. 


The cold resistance on the bulbs varied so much that I could not get a 
"nominal." Somewhere around 500 ohms, but the individuals varied over 
100 ohms from high to low. 


Using the rule of thumb of "cold resistance is 10% of hot resistance," 
that works out to 3 watts (5K ohms) at 120 volts. The parts list shows 
them as 3 watt bulbs, and gives them the identification "8A/S6 12V." 
They are obviously not 12 volt bulbs, as they don't glow at all with 12 
volts peak-peak across them (supplied by the oscillator in normal 
operation). You can check the 10% number by checking a plain 
Edison-base light bulb. 


The circuit in these is a Wien bridge. The arm with the bulbs is in 
series with a 3.3K and 1K, or nominally around 4.8K in the center of 
the adjustment. These two arms have to maintain a constant ratio for 
the frequency arms to be exactly linear, so it is clear that the amount 
of change in the bulbs can't be very much in normal operation. Note 
that the tweaks for the unit include balancing output linearity vs. 
frequency. The 1K pot is used to compensate for shifts in cold 
resistance of the bulbs. The early units using 6AC7's specify a 10W 
bulb on the schematic; no P/L info given. Since a 6AC7 is not that 
much different than a 6SH7, I suspect that there is an element of " 
old bulb will do" here. A very simple test (which I haven't done) 
would be to clip lead across one of the bulbs and see what that does to 
the output, in the later two-bulb setup. 


any 


My "where have I seen something like that?" detector rang when with 
"Singer Sewing Machine." They use a bulb like this, and I suspect that 
a foray into the women's world of sewing machines would produce a 3W 
120V bulb in a hurry. One plus about that is if you want service, be a 
big guy and show up in a fabric shop or similar. Unfortunately, my 
daughter snarfed my sewing machine a while back, so I can't check it, 
but if you're looking for these bulbs in quantity 1, I'll bet a place 
that handles sewing machines would be a good place to look. 


For that matter, I suspect that a 110-volt candelabra based christmas 


tree bulb (from a string where “if one goes out, the others stay lit") 
would work too. 


As I say, I haven't tested anything, because that was about the only 

place in the 200CD I rebuilt that didn't need attention, but it looks 
to me from a quick paper study of the circuit, that the bulbs want to 
be a nominal 1K and have maybe a percent-per-volt positive resistance 
coefficient, and if you are anywhere close, the thing will calibrate 

OK. Anybody wants to explore the HP200CD "bahlb" question in a truly 
scientific manner, I'd be interested in seeing the results. 


By the way, for calibrating these units, a Tek 533A scope and some clip 
leads are all you need. Use the “low freak WWV" provided by the local 
power company by clip-leading the heater voltage over to the scope 
horizontal amplifier input and look at Lissajous figures on the X10 
range (60-600 Hz.) All of the small whole number ratios will show up 
as stable Lissajous pattern, and if you get confused as to which 
frequency pattern you are looking at, flip the scope over to normal 
sweep and see how many cycles you have in the display at appropriate 
sweep rates. Lissajous figures (named for the 19th century French 
mathematician Jules Lissajous, and pronounced "lissa-joo") are about as 
dead-on accurate as you can get. Of course, if you are running off a 
putt-putt or Jeep generator, and not TU Electric, Pacific Gas and 
Electric, etc., lotsa luck. 


For our European and Australian friends, Lissajous figures work just as 
well at 50 Hz as they do at 60, although you'll probably want to set 
the low end of the unit at 75 Hz (3:2 pattern) instead of 50. I'd also 
suggest setting the high frequency at 480 or 540 Hz (500 or 550 for 50 
Hz "low freak WWV" users)----the linearity of the frequency calibration 
leaves something to be desired on all the units I've seen, but the 
output amplitude stays right on when the thing is calibrated properly.

Those places who stock 
these often have the 12, 24, 120, 130, 145, and 230 volt variety with the 
120 and 230 Volters being the most common. BTW, buy an extra 10W 230V bulb 
for that out-of-the-way nightlight. This bulb gives almost as much light as 
the 6W-120V bulb but lasts "forever".

For instance, the damper arm could be better. There is probably 
a simpler way to stop the arm from vibrating without having 

to use rubber parts, but the metal arm is just ... a little 
awkward. 


The dot contact spring could use some damping. The 
automatic-dot-AND-dash Melehan VALIANT has an extra 
wire across the crook of the spring. I duplicated the 
same idea with my old J-36 Lionel by putting a soft 
wedge of foam rubber inside the loop of spring. Try 
it -- it does make the dots sound cleaner! 


Personally, I like to wiggle the thumbpiece with 

my finger for the dashes, not the dash knob. I like 

to operate with my hand more "closed" than is 

possible when you tap the dash knob. It may be 

just a gut feeling, but I think you can get more speed 
that way, too. 


As for skidding feet, my OD from last year doesn't 
slide on a formica-topped desk at all. Perhaps 

you need to lighten up on the dot and dash tension 
springs?

The first IF xtal lattice type filters in my Drake R-4, -4A and -4B have a 
small foil ID sticker on the can. It usually comes off & gets lost. It 
says that the filter's BW is 6 KHz. 


I notice that Drake was not very good at documenting circuit changes. They 
don't even have a parts list in the book! 


For example, my R-4A has a pi-filter at the output of the VFO. This is not 
shown on its schematic. It does however show up in the R-4B radios and 
schematic. 


Example: The 50 KHz If passband tuner was changed from R-4 to R-4A (& 
R-4B). The circuit itself is unchanged but the switch, circuit board 
behind the switch & maybe unseeable changes inside the tuner box (coils) 
have been made. 


The difference is that the older tuner did not give a symmetrical bandpass. 
This is easily noticable when listening to white noise and going from LSB 
to USB in the 2.4 KHz selectivity position. This is true even after 
careful alignment of the tuner per manual. 


Is this really important? I don't know. I'll do a selectivity curve plot 
for both & see. The manuals' selectivity plots are the same for all the 


radios. 


!!!Potential Drake R-4A bad part alert!!! 


Last nite I was probing my R-4A's chassis. I wanted to make sure that heat 
producers (like large resistors) were positioned as far as possible from 
other components, esp. electro caps. 


When I came to R91 (150 ohms/2 watts/carbon) which is on a small vertical 
circuit board (near power xfrmr), the board made a crunchy noise when I 
moved things around. 


On closer look, R91 came apart in my fingers in two pieces. Had been this 
way for a long time I'm sure yet noticed absolutely no problems with the 
radio. The resistor was a bit discolored. 


Check of an R-4 showed same signs of overheating but resistor was not 
cracked. 


This resistor is in circuit between the two electro filtering caps in the 
B+ supply. It supplies the unregulated +150 volt line. 


Replaced it with a 3 watt ceramic resistor (fits well) & will check for 
leaky electo caps too. About 100 mils flow thru resistor (no signal) -> 
1.5 watts. The specified 2 watt resistor is too small for this app. 


So, check your R-4, R-4A & R-4B's.

I'm no expert either, but I second the opinion that the increase is 
due almost entirely to the now pervasive use of air conditioning 
(especially in the South). The difference in peak load from summer to 
winter is enormous (especially if my bill is any indication). Just 
for my house the ratio is on the order of 3/1. As the previous poster 
said the pole transformers and line resistance from the generating 
station to you are fixed. It would seem reasonable that the voltage 
would increase late in the evening through about 5AM due to decreases 
in loading of the system. The power company can basically only 
control the voltage coming out of the generators. The problem would 
be worse the farther down the line you are. 


I once heard a story about some xreallyx high voltage in someone's 
house (it may have been in QST). If the loads in your house are not 
well balanced between the two sides of the transformer, you can have a 
substantial I squared R voltage drop in the neutral. This can cause 
one side of the circuit to be more than 120 and the other side to be 
less, but the total across the transformer is still 240V. There may 
also have been another failure in this system like high resistance ( 
an ohm or 2) in the neutral, but I don't remember. Ordinarily, if the 
two sides are balanced there is almost no current in the neutral from 
the transformer.

I had success in opening a potted 5151 xfmr by softening the "tar" with 
a high wattage heat gun, the type used in industry for heat shrink 
application and other uses. After the tar becomes soft enough, (it 
takes quite awhile) pour it into a pie tin or something similar that 
can be re-heated to pour back in if you are lucky enough to be able to 
find and repair the winding.

In transformers as old as this the potting compound 
is usually ordinary roofing tar ( the kind you have to heat up to 
apply ). A lot of the transformers only had a cardboard cover 
on the bottom, if this is the case this cardboard bottom can be 
removed to reveal the outline of the transformer in the tar. 
Since this tar when cold is usually brittle a method that often 
works is to hit the actual transformer with a hammer causing 
the tar around it to crack and start to fall out. Next pick out the 
loose chunks of tar and repeat the process, eventually the 
transformer will drop out also. The remaining tar can then be 
picked out of the can leaving the can to put the replacement 
transformer in. 

This assumes that the transformer in the can is no 
good as it will most likely be damaged. Another messier 
method is to melt the tar out of the can. This takes a 
temperature of about 300 degrees F. and the hot tar smells 
quite bad so it is not a good idea to do it indoors. This method 
will probably not damage the transformer. Epoxy or auto body 
filler are better compounds to use for potting the new transformer 
in the can.

In case it sheds any light on the subject, the power requirements are 
115 VAC 380-1000 Hz 240 VA, 28 VDC 20W, and 6-28 VDC (variable, for 
lamps, I believe), according to the service manual. The AC input 
drives a pair of transformers. The first, T701, has secondaries for 
630 VCT and 5 V. The second, T702, has secondaries for 6.3 V (x3), and 
1150 V. I don't know what the current ratings are. The power supply 
generates the following voltages: +400V, +300V, +250V, +150V, +105V, 
-87V, -1100V, 6.3VAC. Plus, there's the 28 VDC and 6-28VDC straight 
from the power input connector. The fuses are rated at 4A each for the 


AC input and 28 VDC input, and 1A for the variable DC input. 


Personally, I wouldn't hack one up, but then I like to keep my green 
boatanchors in as close to original condition as possible, and I hate 
to make any modifications that aren't completely reversible without a 
soldering iron. I've been known to replace a hard-to-find ballast tube 
or thermal relay with a homemade solid state replacement, but those 
kinds of mods can be undone in less than a minute in my radios.

-Seems like a really interesting radio, given that it has the panoramic 
-adapter built right into it. Problem is that it needs 115 VAC at 380 Hz 
-plus and 28volts. Inverters for 400 Hz are too expensive.

-$210 plus probably $60 shipping is a little rich for my tastes, plus I 
-have 2 other projects awaiting attention, but I got to thinking and 
-thought it might be an interesting discussion topic... 


I have one. When I ran it from a 400 Hz inverter, there was a lot of 400 Hz 
noise in the audio. I made a feeble attempt to isolate the source, but 

was unsuccessful - it seemed like the audio stage was picking it up from 
filament circuits or something. However, by using the "video out" BNC on 
the front panel, and a simple low-pass audio filter, I got clean low-level 
audio. Worked fine. 


Later, I decided to build a 60 HZ AC power supply for it. The supply is all 
in a separate box, with cables going into the R-484 box. In the R-484, I 
unplugged the rectifier and pass-regulator tubes (this also saves a lot of 
filament current). My outboard supply provides 400 VDC, 250 VDC regulated 
(I used a pair of 6Y6's), -1100 VDC for the CRT, and 6.3 VAC. I think there 
was another voltage output, but I forget. It also needs 28 VDC to operate 


some internal relays and things (it's 'dead' without the 28V on). 

For the CRT filament I mounted a small 115-6.3 xformer right behind the 
CRT (it needs to be an isolated filament supply, since the cathode is at 
-1100V). The supply was built on the carcass of a tube-based freq counter, 
so it had a big whopping xformer in it, with plenty of 6.3VAC current. The 
250V needed a fair amount of current, so I had to use an extra 6Y6 (the 
counter only needed one). I had to disconnect some internal connections to 
the filament xformers and such, but I think I documented my changes well 
enough so that I could restore it someday. 


I wouldn't recommend trying to remove any of it's internal power supply 

stuff, other than tubes: 

1) It's sacrelige (sp?) to do that to a cool BA, 

2) Xformers and chokes and caps for 60 HZ would never fit inside the box. 
At 400 HZ, xformers and caps are much smaller to do the same job. 
As I recall, it has a filament xformer that puts out something like 
10A, but it's smaller than my fist. 

3) An outboard supply can be used to run something else. 


Running the R-484 from an outboard 60HZ supply fixed the audio problems, 
so I now use the 600 ohm phones output. 

The radio needs some adjustment on the spectrum display - it's very 
non-linear, although the center frequency is about right. 

It has a blanking feature so that the bottom of the trace (no signal) is 
off, but the signal peaks are visible. 

The rcvr is not really very sensitive, but it's fun to use. The high-band 
is good for listening to 900 mhz cell-phones; and you can see them come 
and go on the spectrum display. 

It has a mechanical 'scan' system that uses a 28VDC motor to tune back and 
forth between two preset points within any one band.

Gentlemen: 


I finished a rather interesting conversation with a fellow BAer a while ago, 
he called to discuss a really great BA radio. The radio is in bad shape, 
it has been ‘changed' a bit to accomodate the addition of an SSB generator 
etc. We discussed the case for ‘Parting out the Radio’. 


My question, for which I am looking for input from the group, is that 
‘Parting out the Radio' can make good sense in the overall context of the BA 
community. The parts from the radio can help others in the community by 
allowing other radios in better basic shape to be brought up to a higher 
finish. In addition, an excellent cosmetic radio with a major component 
fault can be recovered. The guy parting out the radio makes lots of 
contacts with others with similar BA interests and those contacts are 
invaluable in doing restorations of other radios in later times. 


The case for restoring a radio at any price is sometimes hard to make. I am 
currently working at restoring a WW II British spy radio, a Paraset. This 
set sat under the floor in a barn in France for nearly 50 years. The 


chassis is about half thickness, dissolved it appears by the ‘barn stuff’ 
going by. I am replating the chassis to build up the thickness of the 
metal, this is a labour of love that may well fail due to the brittleness of 
the metal. The radio is worth it, at least it is to me. Less than half a 
dozen Paraset radios are known to exist. I have never seen any parts 
available for this radio - few people have ever heard of the radio except a 
few museum curators and spy radio specialists. 


The radio that started this discussion is a post WW II model Collins 
transmitter. There are a lot of these radios around, parts are however in 
limited to short supply. The radio has major problems, metal damage, extra 
holes, a major component is missing. 


Somewhere between these two radios is the transition point, I would like to 
see the discussion of what positions a radio in one category or the other?

the desire. At an antique car show some years back, someone 


had rebuilt an entire car after having only a fender and 
the engine block for reference. Look at Hank van Cleef's 
RME-45. He's rebuilt (and improved) it from the ground up. 
As far as I know, he's still looking for a cabinet for 

it! Some would call that a junker. 


Someone just posted about a National FB-7, looking for 
parts. Looking at the laundry list, I'd say the 

set is pretty bare! But it's admirable to try to 
restore it -- and here's the kicker: National sold 
pieces-parts which probably match the set and which 
are PROBABLY floating around on homebrew rigs or 

in parts boxes. This fellow may complete his 

FB-7 yet. (Hint to him: go through old ARRL 

Handbook catalog sections and see if you can get the 
part numbers you need.) 


It's all a matter of how rare the set is versus 
how rare the owner thinks it is. 


Someone may foolishly gut an ARC-5 mediumwave transmitter 
(rare) that may be missing the case and hardware which 
might be scrounged from a more common one... Someone else 
may try to restore a basket case S-38 when he/she could 
pick a dozen up at a big hamfest instead. 


It's a labor of love to restore. If I had a set 
which I "thought of as a junker," I'd prefer to 
sell the whole carcass to someone who would 
like to make it whole again.

I have also restored sets that I never intended to 
keep but were too good to part out. I have also scrapped some perfectly 
good stuff, like a BC-191, because at the time it didn't seem feasable 
to actually make it work, although it was in fine shape :-( 


Some may keep something just ‘cause it looks neat - even if it's not 
functional.
